Springtime  in  the  Berkshires.  Hugh  Bolton  Jones  created  numerous  paintings  of  the 
New  England  landscape  in  the  Impressionist  style,  which  had  rapidly  gained  popularity  in 
this  country  by  the  turn  of  the  20th  century.  This  pastoral,  sun-drenched  scene  was  the 
fourth  work  of  art  to  enter  the  collection  of  The  Mint  Museum  when  it  opened  in  1 936.

Dejeuner  Set.  This  dejeuner  set,  a  breakfast  service  for  one,  was  made  at  the 
Worcester  porcelain  factory.  Worcester  made  relatively  few  dejeuner  sets  in  the  18th 
century.  This  one,  with  its  barrel-shaped  teapot  and  sugar  bowl,  is  especially  rare.  It  is  on 
view  at  Mint  Museum  Randolph  in  Portals  to  the  Past:  British  Ceramics  1675-1825.
